A San Francisco special of Thursday 
says: "J. W. Collins, the president of 
the defunct California National 
Bank, 
shot 
himself 
here 
l(»-day. 
Crowds 
gathered in the street when the fact 
was announced, and hurried to the 
Hotel Brewster, where Collins, Gen, E. 
H. Murry and Attorney General Hart 
had been at lunoheon together at the 
Brewster. 
Collins 
looked 
pale, but 
chatted 
pleasantly. 
H e was 
asked 
how he was feeling, and replied: <0h, 
about a s V e l l as could be expected.' 
Then he left the table and went to his 
room. 
A minute later the report of a 
pistol was heard, and when his 
room 
vjas.entered Collins was found lying on 
the floor whh 
blood 
stri&ming 
over 
him, and a pistol i i his hand. 
He ex- 
pired^almost immediately and did not 
live long enough to speak lo anyone. 
The deed was not wholly unexpected. 
He evidently had been laboring'under 
a great strain and mental depression 
for some time. 
About two years ago 
his entire family were drowned in the 
bay, and now that he was 
financially 
ruined, and with the charge of embez- 
zlement hanging over him, it is thought 
he was 
brought to a point where he 
considered that he had nothing to live 
for. 


The California National Bank clos- 
ed its doors on November 12. 
It was 
considered one ol the strongest institu- 
tions in Southern California. 
It had 
a paid up capital of 
00,000 and a 
surplus of ?100,000. 
T h e ofldcers of 
the bank said that the suspension was 
due lo shrinkage in deposits and a tem- 
porary inability lo release notes and 
accounts. 
The National Bank exam- 
iner took charge of the 
bank. M r . 
Paulin was appointed receiver by the 
Treasury Department. 
A s a result oi 
the 
latier's 
investigations a warrant 
was sworn out for Collins's arrest on a 
charge ol appropriating 
$200,000 o f 
the bank's funds, and it was also shown 
that deposits were being received up to 
the time of closing the doors. 
It is 
understood that Collins was to have 
been taken to Los Angeles to-day for 
trial. 
Collins was interested in a num- 
ber of enleprises for the 
development 
of the southern part of the State, and 
was always considered a wealthy man. 
He came to San Diego from Cheyenne, 
Wyo., where he was 
interesterl in a 
bank, which also recently failed." 


John W. Collins, relerred to in the 
above dispatch, was 
president of the 
Wyoming 
bank, in which 
Geo. W. 
Beard, deceased, also formerly of York 
county, was the cashier. 
He was the 
Eon of Cornelius C. Coilins, president 
of the Shrewsbury (York co.) Savings 
institution. 
H e had been in the west 
about ten years.
